The Board of Selectmen met in

The Board revised a draft of a 
sewer ordinance which is, needed 
0 replace the existing Sewer rules 
and regulations adopted in 1973. 
Considerable time was. spent in 
reviewing sections of the ordinance 
and the Manager was directed to 
draft an additional section relat- 
ing to department organization 
and to submit copies to DEP and 
the Town’s legal counsel for re- 
view. Aifter receiving final ap- 
proval by the Selectmen, DEP and 
the Town’s legal counsel, the pro- 
posed ordinance will be submitted 
to Town Meeting for consideration. 
The Manager reviewed with the 
Board alternative sewer rate sche- 
dules to generate sufficient reve- 
nues to meet debt service and op- 
erating and maintenance costs for 
the sewer system.

ligion."’ However, in the Centen- 
nial Year of her birthdate, other 
visually impaired persons are not 
as fortunate. For to “Prevent 
Blindness is Everyone's Program" 
concluded Joyce Hutchins, Coor- 
dinator of Maine's Prevent Blind- 
ness Programs when addressing 
the Maine Optometric Association 
Auxiliary at the Bethel Inn, and 
later to VOICEHs international print 
handicapped clientele, Ms. Hutch. 
ins visited VOICEs Communica- 
tions Center in Bethel and record- 
ed her presentation to actively en- 
courage sighted communities and 
visually impaired communities to 
participate in awareness and edu- 
cation programs to prevent further 
escalating blindness in Maine, Ms. 
Hutchins assured potential volun- 
teers that the Maine Division of 
Eye Care is readily available to 
help individuals and groups coor- 
dinate community needs and re- 
sources, 

Ms. Hutchins gave a historical 
accounting of Maine's recognition 
of its responsibility to residents 
with severe visual impairment. As 
early as 1834, Maine’s Legislature 


passed legislation to financially & 
sponsor the education of blind & 


children to Perkins School for the 
Blind in Watertown, Mass, In 1915, 
the Legislature recognized the ba- 
sic needs of blind residents and 


allocated the sum of $200 for each ; 


resident to cover costs of food, 


shelter and clothing. “We have | 


come a long way since then; we 
have a long wav to go." stated 
Ms, Hutchins. 

“Maine’y Division of Eye Care

_ One morning, as I moved along 

my driveway, the more tender 

Plants had begun to droop with 

folded hanging leaves and the wild 

strawberries were drying on the 
stems, The day had started hotand 
humid and loud with mosquitoes 

which liked the morning, too, so I 

hurried along to hasten toward 

the porch, As I did so, I heard a 

song much dike that of the robin. 

Near the feeder sat one of the 

most gongeous birds of our eastern, 

North America, Its encrimsoned 

body and sable wings and tail just 

glistened in the sun. Then again 
this morning, June 26, this Scarlet 
Tanager was high in the ash-tree- 
top across the road. ‘We both mar- 

veled at his color for he is like a 

Bird of Paradise in our northern 
Jandscape. 

ZI counted this as my red letter 
day after glimpsing so beautiful a 
bird. 

‘On another day I went boating 

_ all afternoon. I stopped as I neared 

my boat, breathing deeply, drink- 
ing in the essence of the forested 
slopes and the mountains reaching 
to the sky, The wind blew too gent- 
ly to stir the purple iris nestled 
by the shore. 

Now with the growing season at 
its busiest the whole valley seems 
to be bursting with life. At the 
tip of the evergreens, in the flut- 
tery aspens, alders, willows, and 
flowers, there’s growth. 

I unlocked Boat and started 
down pond thinking, “it’s a good 
day to investigate the Sanborn.” 

Near the outlet there was anoth- 
er watcher of the valley, a hawk. 
No doubt looking for something to 
eat to take home to its hungry 
hawklings. The button bushes had 
changed much since my last visit. 
Their blossoms have a jasmine- 
like fragrance, 

A bumblebee in a velvet coat 
came buzzing by, very close, yet 
unconcerned, It was looking for 
nectar from the open flowers. 

Of course the black birds were 
there sending forth their chirp 
and gurgle, swaying on the bushes. 
A pair of cedar wax wings called, 
as I started up river. 

Seeds had spiraled down, tiny 
helicopters, Many were floating in 
the moving water. 

The quiet river was as lovely as 
ever until I came to the cut-over 
of land near shore which was done 
last winter. No beauty there. 

I turned and started toward
